FOREST FIRE FIGHTERS 


Will Have Better Facilities in Future 
During the coming winter the offi- 


cers in charge of tho Brazeau and 
Athabaska divisions of the Rocky 
Mountains forest reserve propose to 
make “administrative site’ surveys at 
different points on the Reserves. Up- 
on these sites it is proposed to erest 
ranger and look-out stations which 
will be no farther apart than one day's 
trip by pack train, along the primary 
trail system of the Brazeau Reserve. 
It is the intention to erect, this winter, 
at least three or four log cabins for 
the rangers. A telephone syste 
is also being planned whereby these 
Ranger (Stations will be connected 
by telephone to the forest supervis- 
or's office. This office is centrally 
located and telephone lines will run 
in from all directions, much in the 
manner of the spokes of a wheel with 
the central office as the hub. 

This region is one of the richest 
coal regions in Canada and the future 
development of these coal fields will 
be amazing. A number of large 
coal mines are aready in operation, 
and with the completion of the 
branches of the G.T.P. railway now 
under construction, will be shipping 
thousands of tons daily. 

With the future development of 
tais country, the timber must be pre- 
served. This region has once been 
forested with very valuable timber, 
which has largely been destroyed by 
fires in the past. There is still an 
abundant supply of mine-prop timber, 
however, and the whole region !s 
green with young lodgepole pine from 
ten to thirty years in age. If pre- 
served from fire this will be an in- 
valuable asset to the country, both 
for economic uses and as protection 
to the head waters of all the rivers 
which rise in the foothills of the 
eastern slope.

All New to Them 


To them everything in the country 
they had come to fight for was new. 
The little pigmy trains, the flocks of 
turkeys, the Turkish coffee, the lous: 
tros (bootblacks), were all sights of a 
new land, To the outward eye they 
were pure Canadians. Canadian 
boots, clothes, hats and walk, Each 
one in his buttonhole wore a dimin- 
utive Greek flag. This flag repre- 
sents their Jand and her ambitions. 
It does not matter to them that volun: 
teers are not accented. They are 
willing to enroll in the regulars and 
serve for three years or more, if need 
be. 

During the course of the last six 
weeks I have met scores of Greeks 
from foreign lands. I generally 
found that tkeir experiences abroad 
had so broadened their minds that the 
Greek officers put them in the more 
responsible positions. For instance, 
at Eleutherochorl, the base of supplies 
for the Seventh division, where stores 
were being 'anded daily, the section 
of the A.S.C. was almost entirely 
composed of Greeks from Canada, 
Amefica and South Africa. At Jan: 
{tza, the squads in charge of the pris- 
oners and the stores were under ser- 
geants from Calgary. Their lives in 
distant countries had done away with 
a great deal of the racial hatred and 
{intolerant spirit which characterizes 
the majority of the Greek soldiers, and 
therefore they were better fitted to 
take charge of the responsible posts. 

Greece Must be Strong 

Even when the official war fs end- 
ed, it will be necessary for Greece 
to keep a considerable force scattered 
throughout Macedonia, not so much 
against the Turk, who will rapidiv 
disappear from the scene, but as a 
police force io caim the never-ending 
strife among the Balkan nationalities. 
For this purpose it will be necessary 
to maintain a small force in almost 
every village. The Anglo-Saxon 
Greek, whether he comes from Chi- 
cago, London, Capetown or Montreal, 
will be invaluable for these services 
Experience in well-governed lands 
and appreciation of law -and order 
should form 2 valuable asset to the 
Greek government in the future for 
Macedonia. 

An attempt will also be made by 
the government to retain a large nun 
ber of these Greeks in Macedonia by 
offering them farm: to work and other 
inducements. But Ido not thinks 
that many will stay. Thelr exper:

It is not often that a freight train 
is able to better the time of a regular 
passenger service so that such an 
achievement may be justly regarded 
as something of a feat.

FINNISH WOMAN, M.P., ON VISIT 
TO LONDON 
Astounded That Her Sex In England 
Cannot Secure Electoral Fran- 
chise 
A suffragette, Dr. Thekla Hul- 
tin, the most eminent woman in Fin- 
land, and one of the fourteen _ women 
who sit in the Finish diet, is how in 
London, and last evening was the

Doctor Hultin, a woman of great 
personal charm and wide culture, is 
the first woman in Finland upon whom 
the high degree of doctor of philoso- 
phy was conferred, but there are now 
many others of her sex who have 
qualified for che distinction. She was 
elected to the parliament of Finland 
in 1908, but was not the first woman 
to take a seat thero, 

I am simply amazed, sald Doctor 
Hultin, that Hnglish women still have 
to struggle for recognition in citizen- 
ship; for just the broad basis of citl- 
zenship of which the vote {s the ob- 
ject. In Finland women have had the 
vote since 1905, and they exercised 
the franchise in 1906. There ts no 
limit to the number of women who 
may sit in parliament. 

Furnish Women Free 

When the men of Finland gained 
full citizenship, they insisted that the 
women who had stood by them in 
times of political difficulty and danger 
should share their privileges, and not 
a voice was raised against their eligl- 
bility as parliamentary representa- 
tives. 

Doctor Huitin explained that during 
the last four parliamentary elections 
58 to 60 per cent of the women voted 
and that she considered a satisfactory 
proportion when it was remembered 
that distances are great and communl- 
cation often Aifficurt in a country of 
great lakes and forests. The propor- 
tion of men voters is between 65 to 
70. And I may say that notwith- 
standing strange ideas held by others 
about Finland’s women members of 
parliament, they are not chosen for 
their appearance or the fit of thelr 
dress, but for other qualities. They 
are treated as comrades by the men. 
Wedo notask for chivalry from men 
members, but we appreciate the con- 
fidence they place in us. 

The women members of the Finnish 
parliament work with thefr own part- 
jes and have not formed a woman's 
party on their own account, Mem- 
bers are paid and if they absent them- 
selves without special leave of absence 
they lose their payment and are in 
addition, fined $3.60 a day. 

Are Regular Attendants

® rule ts far inferior to that used to 
American saddles. It {s the practice of 
retailera to furnish the trees, leather 
and fittings of all kinds to the work- 
men and pay them for their actual la- 
bor. The labor ts the cheapest item 
entering into saddle construction, many 
entire families being satisfied with a 
wage of 50 cents to $1 American cur 
tency per day. 

The saddletrees used for the better 
grade of saddle are imported from the 
state of Collma, the cheaper grade of 
saddles using a tree of local make. No 
American saddles or saddietrees are 
carried in stock by local merchants, 
but are ordered from time to time ac-

A NEW INVENTION 


Safety Appliance is Added to Grand 


Trunk Equipment 

Of all the multitude of problems and 
anxiety which make the head of a 
railroad official, like his that wears a 
crown, lie uneasily, none Ie of greater 
importance than the safety of passen- 
gers and the stability of equipment. 
A railroad system however carefully 
organized and efficiently manned is a 
human device and accidents are bound 
to occur although reduced to a mini- 
mum. When accidents, in the form 
of collision occur, it, generally follows 
that many valuable lives are lost and 
that a number of expensive cars are 
reduced to matchwood. Passengers 
realize that their greatest danger is 
telescoping, but few of them know that 
telescoping is due to the fact that the 
body of the car merely rests upon the 
trucks and is unconnected with it save 
for a two inch centwe pin of negligible 
importanee. 

Were it possible to make a solid unit 
of body and truck the problem would 
appear to have been solved. This 
however cannot be done for the one 
must be readily detachable from the 
other to facilitate repairs. How then 
to make them detachable at need and 
yet a solid unit in operation is a ques- 
tion that has been solved by the Grand 
Trunk System after nearly two years 
careful work and its solution can fatc- 
ly be claimed to mark the greatest 
advance in railroading since Westing- 
house brought out his air-brake. No 
other railroad on this continent has 
taken any steps to work out such an 
equipment and no other railroad in the 
world has been able to work out any- 
thing of practical value.

This is none 
other than the offer at public auction 
of the wonderful treasures from the 
imperial palaces in China, which have 
been in the possession of the Chinese 
Imperial famtiv for centuries. 

The collection includes the finest 
specimens of every form of Chinese 
porcelain and ceramics, and is unique 
and enormously valuable. 

Some of the pleces taken during the 
looting of the summer palace in Pekin 
in the Boxer rising, trace back at least 
8000 years.

WHITE RAINBOWS. 


Formed by a Strong Light, a Fire Rain 
and a Low Sun, 

Though rainbows are generally asso- 
ciated with colors, there is such a phe- 
nomenon, very rare, It is trne,"as a 
white rainbow, ‘Whe circumstances nee- 
éssary for its formation are a fine rain} 
and a strovg suu, The phenomeuos is 
due to the optic principle known as in- 
terference. If the drops of water be 
very small, the interference of the rays 
causes such a complete overlapping of 
the colors that the bow appears white. 

That is to say, the various prismatie 
colors, instead of being thrown out 
separately, as in the ordinary prism, 
are thrown oue on the tep of the other, 
and the light is thrown by the suv, as 
it were, on a sheet of rain. TGe fine 
close rain produces the same eifect as 
a woren texture. This result is still 
more noticeable where a fog takes the 
place of the rain. 5 > 

The phenomenon is not often noticed, 
because the conditions absolutely nee 
essary to the formation of a white 
rainbow are a strongNight, a clese rain 
and a sun lying near the horizon. 
These three conditions are not often 
present at the same time.—Westuiln- 
ster Gazette.

TENNIS IS ANCIENT. 


Game Had its Origin in the Old 
Days of Knighthood, 

By many people tennis is thought to 
be an essentially modern game, but in 
reality ft is probably one of the most” 
ancient ball gawes and was f sport 
long before cricket was dreamed of. 
Though undoubtedly not existing dur- 
ing the Arthurian period, tennis, or, as | 
it was called, “tenez,” is mentioned | 
in the Arthurian legends, written in 
1500, and the knights of the round ta- 
ble were pictured as engaged in the | 
sport when the weather was too hot 
for tourneys or jousts. 

From a simple beginning and through 
many centuries, the Intricacy of the 
game's rules have been developed, 
writes a contributor to the London | 
Times. Its present name seems to be 
a corruption for the term “tenez,” 
which the server used in the same way 
“ready” ts called out now. In the be- 
ginning the name was jeu de paume, 
taken from the fact that the ball was 
struck with the bands instead of with 
a racket. Later the band was incased 
in a glove, ar still later the glove was 
covered with strings running criss 
cross, from which condition there was 
but a short step to the short handled | 
racket. 

In feudal times the courts were mere- 
ly open grass plots, oftentimes the 
lawn of a castle, and not till late in 
the seventeenth century was the court 
inclosed, when walls were built as | 
backstops. Now most of the modern | 
English and French courts are entirely | 
inclosed with four walls and a roof. | 


WENT DOWN WITH HIS SHIP. 


Tragic End of the Designer of the III 
Fated Titanic. 

The story of a brilliant career termi- 
nating in abrupt tragedy has been writ- 
ten by 8S. I’. Bullock in his “Life of 
Thomas Andrews,” the designer of the 
Titanic. After studying at the Royal 
Academical institution at Belfast An- 
drews evtered the Harland & Wolff) 
shipyards as apprentice. In 1904, at 
the age of thirty-one, be was made 
chief designer. Later he became a 
managing director. 

Andrews sailed on the Titanic, cer- 
tain, as be wrote to bis wife, that the 
ship would “do the old titm credit.” A 
survivor has told how, after the colli- 
sion, Andrews busied himself with 
helping women into the boats and di- 
recting the resene work in otber ways. | 
This is the story of his last moments: 

One met him barebeaded and carry- 
ing a lifebelt on Lis way to the bridge, 
perbaps to bid the captain goodby. | 
Later an assistant steward saw him 
standing alone in the smoking room, } 
his arms folded over bis breast and the | 
belt lying on a table near him. The} 
steward usked him, “Aren't you going | 
to have a try for it, Mr. Andrews?’ 

He ever answered or moved, “Just 
stood like one stunued.” 

Others saw bim a few minutes before 
the end on the boat deck, our final and 
grandest sight of him, throwing deck 
chairs overboard to the unfortunates 
struggling in the water below.

Why Rain Clouds Are Black. 

The color of a cloud depends on the 
manner in which the sunlight falls 
upon it and the position of the observ: 
er. It will be noticed tbat bigh clouds 
are always white or light in color, and 
this is because the light by which they 
are seen is reflected from the under- 
surface by the uumberless drops of 
moisture which go to form the cloud. 
Heavy rain clouds, on the other hand, 
are found much nearer the earth, and 
so the light falls on them more direct- 
ly from above, giving a silver lining to 
the cloud, though the undersurface ap- 
pears black owing to the complete re 
flection and absorption of the light by 
the upper layers, Seen from above by 


| an observer in a balloon, the blackest 


rain clouds appear of the most daz 
zlingly brilliant white. 


Death by Boiling. 

In old England, before the law was 
passed which probibited “ervel and un- 
usual forms of punishment,” murder- 
ers were often condemmed to death by 
boiling. In such cases the victims 
were chained in large kettles of cold 
water, which were gradually heated 
until it caused the flesh to drop from 
the bones.
